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Debute om Military Heorganisation. 

There has been a great debate in the House 
of Commons on the state of the British 
Army, and the urgent necessity that exists 
for the organization of an army of reserve, 
to supplement the regular forces in case of 
invasion, or to act as a home garrison in case 
of their being required for foreign service, as 
well as a nursery for recruits. The debate 
was remarkable for the thoroughness with 
which the subject was discussed, and the 
frankness with which both officials ‘and. ex- 
officials admitted the inefficiency of the pres- 
ent system for the defence of the Kingdom, 
while differing as to the best method of 
amending it. The state of things at present 
is briefly this: 

The English regular army, after deducting 
the forces necessary for India, Ireland and 
the colonies, would barely suffice to furnish 
a small nucleus of thoroughly drilled troops 
in case of an invasion, and its cost per man 
is ‘so enormous that any considerable in- 
crease is out of the question, putting aside 
the difficulty of obtaining recruits, except by 
means of @ large bounty. The militia, 
130,000 strong, is called out for twenty-eight 
days’ service every year, and is partially of- 
ficered by country gentlemen who have for- 
merly served in the regular army, but 
ruined as to real efficiency by the num- 
ber . of incompetent officers, and. the 
want of anything more than battalion drill. 
The volunteer force, composed of purely cit- 
izen. soldiers, who, as a rule, only aim at 
being good marksmen, contains) good mate- 
rial; but the experience of the late Dover 
review shows their utter want of organiza- 
tion, and consequent weakness, when massed 
together in large bodies. 

Under these circumstances, and with every 
European Power increasing its armaments 
to the very utmost possible pitch, it is not 
surprising to find that English statesmen are 
disquieted at a state of things under which 
£18,000,000 is annually spent. upon an army 
which, for the defence of the Kingdom 
against an invasion at short notice, is ad- 
mitted to be practically useless, England has 
no very trustworthy allies just now, and he 
would bea bold man who would venture to 
predict with any confidence what the atti- 
tude toward her of France will .be five
